CONGRESS. 


Both Branches Hold Lengthy 
Sessions. 


The Senate Devotes Another Day to 
the Fisheries Treaty. 


The\Honse Votes to Keep Wool on 
the Free List. 


The Tax on Manufactured Tobacco to Be Removed 
October 1st if the Miils Bill Becomes 
Law—Other Matters in Senate 
and House.

WASHINGTON (D.C.), July 16.—By the 
Associated Press.}] Senate.—The House 
joint resolution electing Col. Harris of 


| Ohio, Gen. Martin of Kansas, and Gen. 


Hartranft of Pennsylvania managers of

A bill appropriating $25,000 for the pur- 
pose of erecting a monument to Gen. 
George Rogers Clark iu the city of Louis- 
ville was reported and after some debate 
passed, 


The Senate then went into open execu- 
tive session on the fisheries treaty, and was 
addressed by Mr. Pugh in favor of its rati- 
fication, 


He said that it was manifest that the 
Republican majority was wilfully avoiding 
its constitutional sworn duty, and placing 
the Senate before the country ina disrepu- 
table attitude for no other purpose than 
supposed political partisan considerations. 
How could such a party be trusted with the 
custody of political power? The hopes of 
England, [reland and Scotland would suf- 
fer no injury and derive no benefit from any- 
thing in the treaty that would modify or 
punish England. England had nothing to 
lose but everything to gain by American 
non-intercourse with Canada. The people 
of Canada were naturally the friends of the 
people of the United States, and could be 
made so in practice by commercial inter- 
course. So it would be the best policy on 
the part of the United States to be liberal, 
lenient and forbearing with that neighbor- 
ing people. The reason for the opposition 
to the treaty, he said, was found in the 
fifteenth article, which, it was feared, would 
give an American market to Canadian fish- 
ermen. Had it not been for the menace of 
free fish found in the fifteenth article, no 
outburst of indignation against sacrifices 
and surrenders made in the pending treaty 
would have been heard. In conclusion, he 
said that the President had discharged his 
duty with due care to the rights of Amer- 
ican fishermen, and was free from any par- 
tisan consideration. It was for the people 
to decide whether the President or Senate 
was the most to blame for keeping up the 
disturbing condition which was full of ruin- 
ous consequences, 

Mr. Chandler addressed the Senate in 
opposition to the treaty, which he said was 
dishonoring tothe Nation. Mr. Chandler 
quoted from aspeech of Sir Charles Tupper, 
delivered before the Canadian Parliament, 
which he said libeled the Republican 
party. Never before in the history of the 
country had the emissaries of a foreign 
Government openly engaged in negotia- 
tions with one political party, and the Sen- 
ate ought to find a way to tell them that, 
while American party strifes were bitter 
enough, they must not be made the basis of 
political negotiations. Mr. Chandler de- 
clared that Joseph Chamberlain came here 
anxious to negotiate a treaty, even at the 
expense of conceding all to the American 
Government, but from the vanity and anxi- 
ety of Bayard to become known as the ne- 
gotiator of the ‘“ Bayard-Chamberlain 
treaty” the desire to protect the rights of 
American fishermen and national! honor 
was overcome, and Chamberlain suddenly 
and unexpectedly obtained an easy victory. 
But there must have been more than 
vanity in the surrender and _  decrepi- 
tude of Bayard, and it was impossible 
to resist the conclusion that a combination 
had been formed between the leaders of the 
Democratic party to sacrifice the interests 
ef New England fishermen and break down 
the American tariff system. These injuri- 
ous assaults on Ainerican interests by the 
combined forees of English free trade and 
southern Democrats ought to be met on the 
threshold by the rejection of this miserable 
treaty. Mr. Chandler declared that the 
Monroe doctrine had been formally and de- 
liberately abandoned by the present Ad- 
ministration to the South. The Panama 
Canal was being constructed, and within 
five years the Isthmus of Panama was like! 
to become a French colony, while the Ad- 
ministration was opposing and defeating 
the Nicaragua Canal scheme, ‘To the 
north, the Dominion of Canada was grow- 
ing stronger and more powerful than had 
ever been dreamed of. She was bod- 
ilv seizing the transportation interests 
of the United States; was forcing her way 
into American markets; was perpetrating 
outrages on American fishing vessels, and 
was forcing usto treat on equal ahd de- 
grading terms. President G@leveland sub- 
mitted to all these aggressions, and in his 
last annual message, through amazing sol- 
ecism, had omitted reference to any ques- 
tion of foreign or domestic policy, except 
one, and that one was to recommend Coen- 
gress to join him in his alliance with Great 
Britain, to strike down the American tariff 

system. How long was the protection of 
American interests at home and the de- 
fense of national honor to be intrusted to 
hands like these ? 

Mr. Teller obtained the floor, and the 
treaty went over until tomorrow. 

The Senate bill for the adjustment of ac- 
counts of faborers, workmen and mechan- 
ics, arising under the eight hour law, was 
then taken up and advoca by Mr Biair. 

Without action the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive session and the session adjourned, 

Howse.—The proceedings began with the 
House in Committee of the Whole on the 
Tariff bill, the woolen schedule being the 
pending topic. 

Mr. E. B, Taylorof Ohio, in opposing the 
schedule, argued that the passage of the 
bill would not benefitthe consumer of wool. 
It would not reduce the price of wool in 
this Sounry after it had been in operation 
sufficient! A long to destroy the home in- 
dustry. To be sure the placing of wool 
on the free list woulda reduce the rev- 


enue about $5,000,000, but that could

Wool had been placed on the free list sim- 
ply because the President recommended it, 
and the President knew no more why he 
recommended it than Dickens’ fat boy 
knew why he went to sleep so much. 

lt was at this point that a suggestion of 
Mr. Mills to vote on the free-wooil clause at 
1 o’clock was interposed and adopted. 

Mr. Adams of Lilinois spoke in favor of 
changing to January 1, L889, the time when 
the free-wool schedule should go into effect. 

Mr. Allen of Massachusetts sent t the 
Clerk’s desk and had read a letter from Mr, 
‘Whitman, president of the National Asso- 


ciation of Wool Manufacturers, stating that

There should be such 
eadth and completeness ot Christ, such 
Christ-like spirit as will not oniy meet but 
seek alkmen, whatever their intellectual or 
moral condition ; such a fullness of Christ’s 
spiritas would make it impussible to be- 
come acrid or disaffected. There will be 
ensnared the very ones we are sent to save. 
Our surroundings will not be congenial. 
We should ail feel a convietion that we are 
called, and when this call is settled it 
should not be revised. There are burdens 
to be borne which should never be laid 
down. We will sometimes be called to 
stand alone in maintaining the truth. A 
great element of weakness is an uncer- 
‘ainty whether one is in the line of duty. A 
chiet characteristic should be that we 
‘hould endeavor to be all that it is possibie 
orus tobe. Ourambitions cannot be real- 
ized without persistent, unyielding habits 
of study, and in our aims and ambitions 
ve should have proper endsinview. We 
should not seek to be great preachers, 
sreat orators, though eloquence is a great, 
soble gift, an attainment not reached by 
nany of us. | 

A deep, abiding and ever enlarging sym- 
with men isan all-important element. 
t brings us into closest fellowship with the 
wifferer, and as we are the natural friends 
of the accused and fallen, we should be 
their ally in elevating them to Christianity. 
We should have a clear and conscious 
lense of the needs of those to whom we 
preach, as well as a comprehension of the 
work to which we are called. A proper 
conception of this work is only drawn from 
the work of the Son of God. We should 
open our eyes wide to see moral truths. 

thatis not directly or indi- 
rectly available for pulpit work should not 
be perused, though it might be a trainin 
for the mind. But more than this we neal 
a condition of mind that shall constantiv 
everywhere see moral ideas. This is one 
of the secrets of our ministry—to be able to 
see into the unseen.

who was to read a paper on “The Personnel 
of the Ministry,” Mr, Charles Leach, B.D., 


of Lom read Mr. Douglias’s r on 
she subject. He said be would hot enter 


into a strict Interpretation of the word 
“personnel,” or describe the educational 
and ecclesiastical processes by which a de- 
nomination provides ministers, but would 
endeavor to give a nore particular app)ica- 
tion, and point out the personal character- 
isties of the 1deal Christian minister. Ideals 
are often unsatisfactory to maker and 
spectator, but this disaffection is a helpful 
element, for nothing is more hurtful than 
stagnation. 

The personnel of the ministry should con- 
sist of thoroughly devoted, godly men. He 
should not only expound the doctrines and 
theory of Christian life, but should also il- 
lustrate practically its virtues and beauty. 
Those who are set apart for its propagation 
are naturally looked to for a practical ex- 
pression of the theory they set forth. 

Ali coarseness of conversation and action 
should be eliminated from a minister’s life. 
What is wanted is not that useless counter- 
feit “culchah,”’ but genuine culture. Man- 
liness, humility, devotion and conscien- 
tiouspess are essential elements in every 
ininister. 

At 3 o’clock Dr. J. P. Widney of Los An- 
geles, dean of the College of Medicine, de- 
livered an addresson the subject of “The 
Alliance Work.’”’ The Doctor said Nature 
did not give him a voice like Rev. Selah 
Brown, therefore he desired the awdience to 
sit as close to the platform as possible. 
“When,” he said, “1 consented to speak, it 
was understood to be on the alliance work, 
therefore my subject will be ‘The Alliance 
Work.’ ” The age today demands an edu- 
cated ministry. The alliance is a lay edu- 
cator. God expects from every being the 
best there is ina man, and he must train 
the best there is in him. 

When God requires our talents to be ex- 
ercised he expects all our talents to be util- 
ized. No matter how few or many talents 
we have We must use them. 

e’s piety. Some lazy people are appar- 
satly very devoted. These rsons do not 
appreciate tueir talents, and therefore fail 
tousethem. This indolence in the exer- 
cise of our talents isa crime against the 
soul. Some think that all there is in etern- 
ity is singing constantly around the throne. 
But is that all? 

God taught mental growth, which is 
proved by the men whom God has made use 
of in his dispensation, the speaker taking 
as an illustration Moses, describing the 
bondage of the Israelites, a separate nation 
from the rest of the world, and when he re- 

uired a man to carry out his purposes of 

reeing his children, he had Moses educated 
to lead out the uneducated people of Israel. 
Another illustration is Job, who probably 
lived before the captivity and bondage of 
Israel in Egypt. 

The book of Job this day ranks side by 
side with the best book in the world. An- 
other illustration is David. None butan 
educated man could write such poetry. 
further illustration was Solomon, who was 
trained for the work he was destined to do. 
Take out the work of these fourmen— 
Moses, the lawgiver, Job, the moralist, 
David, the singer, and Solomon, the teacher 
of wisdom—and what is there left? Illus- 
trations were also taken from the New 
Testament. Christ was educated to carry 
out the great object of His life—to lift up 
the lowly, to raise the fallen, to cheer the 
faint, and to elevate mankind to the grand 
sphere for which he has been created. 

Matthew was a man of education. Mark 
and Luke were men educated by God for a 
purpose. Luke conveyed to his mind as a 

hysician, aman of culture and education. 
Paul exhibited a Seven trained mind, 
more so than the others. 3ut the Israel- 
ites were not the only ones to be educated 
by God’s educators. There were the learned 
of the Romans, Greece and other naiious.

ter. ithin 100 years our Patent Office has 
issued 200,000 patents for ingenious and 
useful inventions. By these mankind can 
accomplish 100 times as much as before, 
One Hundred years ago there were no agri- 
cultural instruments, no sowers, reapers, 
mowers, no castiron plows, no threshing 
machines, no corn planters; no cotton gins. 
Those were the old times. A California 
threshing machiue, by way of illustration, 
was here minutely described by the lec- 
turer,—One hundred years ago-there were 


no cotton or wool factories. Our 
grandmothers walked six miles to 
Spin a dozen skeins of yarn; 


now a girl will spin 2000 miles in a single 
day, and not Walk at all. One hundred 
years ago our ladies had no sewing- 
machines, now we make a million a year. 
One hundred years ago our grandfathers 
used tallow dips and pine knots for lights, 
now we have oil, gas and electricity. One 
hundred years ago no coal was in use, there 
were no envelopes, no chloroform or ether 
in surgery, no daily newspapers in the 
world—but there were some weeklies, and 
they were weakly. Old Senjamin Frank- 
lin’s printing press, now preserved at 
Washington, would, by hard toil, turn off 
120 little “papers in one hour; now 30,000 
papers are printed, cut, folded and counted 
in 60 minutes. One hundred years ago not 
a steamboat was therein the wide world. 
Railways were unknown. Those were old 
times. A graphic description of Jarrett & 
Palmer’s theatrical train crossing the con- 
tinent was given. In those days the tele- 

raph and telepone were unknown. When 
Napoleon Bonaparte was overthrown we 
did not hear the news for two months, 
When Napoleon III was overthrown 
we heard of it before it happened 

Many other illustrations were given bythe 
speaker of the physical advancements made 
in late years. 

The world is growing better morally and 
physically. I don’t find, said the speaker, 
any “goleen age” nor any “good old times’ 
in the past. Coming down tothe times of 
Wesley and Whitfield, they were the worst 
times the world had ever seen; they were 
the bad old times. Indecency prevailed, 
—— hunted on Sundays and got 
drunk, and general demoralization pre- 
vailed. The poet Cowper describes the 
minister of those days: 

“Except a few wita Eli’s epirit blest, 
Hoplini and Phineas well describe the rest.” 

Lady Montague said: “Leave the word 
‘not’ out of the Ten Commandments and 
you will describe the age.” 

In all this we do not find the “golden 
age’’—the good old times. Crime is not as 
frequent or fearful, but then there were ne 
railroads or daily to gather up 
and send broadcast the news. Duelling 
was a practice of olden times, and a duellist 
was once President of the United States.

A grand an 
beautiful comparison was drawn by the 
lecturer between a morning sunrise on the 
volcano of Vesuvius to the better day that 
is drawing upon this world, and with the 
quotation of the following lines the rever- 
end gentleman closed his lecture:

A CHINAMAN’S INDICTMENT OF 
THB CHIEF OF POLICE. 


Recital of the Circumstances Sur 

) rounding the Late Levying of 
fribute on the Chinese Gamblers 
—What Stirred the Council Up to 
an Investigation. 


The following memorial was presented to 


the City Council yesterday, and stirred that 
body tu its profoundest depths, resulting | 
finally in the appointment of a committee | 
of investigation: 

To the Honorable the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Los Angeles— 
GENTLEMEN: Wong Que accuses T. J. 
Cuddy, Chief of Police of the City of Los 
Angeles, of violating his oath as said Chief 
of Police, and of vivlating his duties as said 
Chief of Police, and in support of his ac- 
cusation states the following facts: 

First—That upon the 9th and 10th days of 
June, 1888, and “for a long time previous 
thereto, and during the incumbency of said 
Chief of Poli¢e; there was running and 
being operated in the portion of the said 
city of Los Angeles known as “Chinatown” 
upward of 34 uniawtul games of chance, 
commonly known as “fan-tan;” that said 
games were so operated and carried on with 
but few interruptions or molestations from 
the police department of said city, and as 
he is informed and believes, with full 
knowledge and tacit consent of said Chie 
of Police. 

Second—That a certain Chinaman, cem- 
monly known as Ah Mow, is now, and for” 
long time previous has sbeen, intimately 
connected with, and in full possession of 
full knowiedge of the running of all of said 
34 games of “fan-tan;’”’ that said Ah Mow 
speaks the English language, and is con- 
sidered and is, an influential individual 


as 
among his countrymen; that on or 
about the 8th day of June, 1888, | 
said Ah Mow waited upon the sup-. 
posed owners of three of said games 
above referred to, and requested them to 
pay #30 per week each for the privilege of 
Carrying on the said games; that upon be- 
ing asked by what authority he demanded 
such a levy or assessment, he stated that it 
was to be paid to said police department to 
insure them against arrest from said de- 
partment; he also stated that all the other 
of said games were ying that amount 
each per week to and by him delivered to 
said Chief and said police department for 
said purpose, and that as a cousequepce 
they would not be molested or interfered 
with from or by said police department; 
that said supposed operators and owners 
refused to pay said amount, and upon 
which said Ah Mow stated that if they 
would not pay said sum of $80 per wee 
that rather than have any trouble he woul 
eecept $15 per week; that said sup 
operators still refused, whereupon said Ah 
ow departed, stating to them that unless 
they paid said amount to him for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, that each and every one of 
said games would be immediately broken 
up by said police department. 

Third—That on the next day, to wit, the 
9th day of June, 1888, between the hours of 
3 and 4 o'clock in the afternoon, one of said 
games was broken up, and the inmates of 
the room wherein it was being operated 
were arrested by the ofticers of said police 
force; that upon the evening of said day 
another of said games was so broken up, 
and the inmates of said room wherein it 
was conducted were arrested by the officers 
of said police force; and on the following 
day, to wit, the 10th day of June, 1888, the 
third or remaining one of said games was 
broken up in like manner as the two pre 
vious ones. 

Fourth—That your petitioner is informed 
and believes that said raids upon said 
games were ordered by said Chief of Po 
lice, and that special instructions were 
given by him tothe operating ollicers as to 
which games to arrest. 

Fifth—That at the time of said raids 
the remainder of said 34 games were in fuil 
operation, and, as your petitioner verily be- 
lieves, wi full knowledge and consent of 
said Chief of Police, and he alleges that 
they were not, nor was either of them mo- 
lested or interfered with by said Chief of 
Police or police department, either at said 
time or any time previous or subsequent 
thereto.

the 9th of June aforesaid was located on 
the second floor in the building marked No. 
1, in room marked No. 4, and the entrance 
of the arresting officers was effected as fol- 
lows: By climbing to the porch of said 
building by means of an electric light pole 
at the corner thereof, ‘marked “electric 
ong then into room No. 1 by break- 

ng through the window thereof, marked 

“window No. 1," thence through door No. 
1, by breaking down the same, thence 

rough door No. 2, thence down the hall 
past room No. 2 and room No, 3, in both of 
which at the time were being operated like 
games, but which were paying their regular 
revenue of said r week, passing same 
without molesting either, and going on to 
room No. 4, wherein was conducted a non- 
contributing game, breaking down the door 
thereof (marked door No. 3), and arresting. 
ali the Chinamen found therein. 

Sixth—That each and every of said rooms 
were almost identical in every respect, and 
one as easy of access as the other; that 
your petitioner verily believes that said 
arresting officers were acting under express 
directions or instructions from said Chief 
of Police, and that both of them and said 
Chief of Police at said time were full 
aware that said games in room Nos. 2 and 
were being operated and in full blast at 
that very time, but that they did not inter- 
fere with them or arrest thein for the rea- 
son hereinbefore stated; that the other two 
games which were broken up on Saturday 
afternoon and Sunday night, the 9th and 
10th days of June, 1885, respectively, were 
located on the nga floor of said building 
No. 2; that when said arresting officers 
made a raid upon them, they passed 
down Angeles _ street, around 
the corner of the building so marked, 
and down an alley to the entrance 
to the rooms where said games were being 
located, marked respectively “N. P. G. 1 
and “N. P. G. 2;” that they entered first 
through an open or outer door, then broke 
through two solid board petitions before 
they were able to effect an entrance into 
said rooms; that on their way to said games 
they passed directly in front of two alleged 
tribute-paying games located as indicated in 
building No. 3, and three similar games lo- 
cated as indicated in building No. 1, all of 
said last-mentioned games being on the 
ground floor. 

Seventh—And your petitioner in- 
formed aid believes that said arresting 
officers and said Chief of Police were fully 
advised of and knew at that time, as was 
the fact, that said five last mentioned pay- 
ing games were running and in full blast, 
and that the means of arresting and break- 
ing up the same were as easily accom-

AGAINST CHIEF CUDDY. 


A Committee Appointed to Investi- 
gate Certain Scandals About the 
Payment of “Backsheesh" by Chi- 
nese Gambiers—The Outfall Sewer 
Assuming Definite shape. 


The City Council held its regular weekly 
confab yesterday, beginning at 10:15 a. m., 
with Oouncilmen Humphreys, Chandler, 
Book, Bosbyshell, Sinsabaugh, Moriarty, 
Mathews, Collins, Lovell, Gibbs, Hanley, 
Hiller and Teed present, and Chairman 
Humphreys presiding. 

The minutes of. the last regular meeting 
were read and approved. 

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

Before proceeding to regular business a 
communication from Clerk Teed was sub- 
mitted, suggesting that the law requires the 
Council to begin its session as a board of 
equalization, to continue every week day 
until August 5th. There are six large 
books to reviewed, and the clerk sug- 
ie that it would probably form ‘a mean 

ob.” It was determined that, immediately 
upon adjournihent of the regular session, 


the Council proceed to organize asa board 
ef equalization, 


THE IMPEDIMENT IN LOS ANGELES

AFTER THE CHIEF OF POLICE. _ 

Charges preferred against Chief of Po- 
lice Cuddy by Wong Que, alleging com- 
plicity in the Chinese gambling games and 
the levying of tribute from the same for the 

efit of the police department were read 
by the clerk. 

A petition from Wong, a Chinaman, was 
Bubmitted, asking that police protection be 
extended equally to all Ohinese aliens, and 
that no irregular contributions be levied on 
them by the police department. 

A motion was made by Mr. Lovell to refer 
the whole matter to a committee of three for 
inventigntion. 

Mr. Barrett moved to lay the whole mat- 
ter on the table.’ “There are no affidavits 
connected with the petitions,” he said. 

_ Mr. Collins believed the Chief had never 
received any contributions from Chinese 
and was entirely innocent. 

Mr. Barrett amended Mr. Lovell’s motion 
to the effect that the matter be referred to a 
committee ef three for investigation, pro- 
vided the petitioners enter into a bond to 
pay the expense of the investigation if the 
charges are not proven. ‘Tne city squan- 
dered $700 in an investigation last year,” 
said the Captain, “and 1 don’t want any 
more wasted in that way.”’ 

Dr. Sinsabaugh thought the entire matter 
should receive full investigation. lf this 
Council would throttle an honest attempt to 
throw ligbt on such serions charges it isa 
ditferent body from what he thought it. He 
Said that these charges were not by any 
means new. Charges of cerruption in the 
police force had been rife for a long time, 
and they should either be proved or dis- 
proved, 

TURNING THE TABLES. 

Mr. Chandler suggested that charges 
should rather be made against An Mow, Ah 
Toy, and Ah Wing, the three Chinamen 
who have been receiving $0 a month from 
each of the Chinese gambling games, 
These Chinamen can be arrested; why not 
proceed against them? 

Mr. Book believed that the investigation 
should be held to get at the bottum of the 
whole matter. If the Chinamen named are 
implicated, proceed against them. 

Mr. Barrett wanted to ask the Clerk wh 
these charges were brought to the Council 
Instead of being submitted to the Police 
Commissioners. He giew somewhat heated, 
and demanded that the Clerk answer his 
question. 

The Chairman said Cot. Barrett had no 
right to ask such a question. Anybody has 
aright to pubmit a petition to this Cuuncil.

Postpone the County Nominations. 


We referred a iew days ago to what 
we believe to be a grave error commit- 
ted by the Republican County Central 
Committee, in calling the County Con- 
vention for so early a date as the 26th 
of this month. We find that the 
almost unanimous sentiment of our 
Republican citizens, outside of the 
ranks of the professional wire-pullers 
and juggiers,is so strongly in accord 
with what we then wrote that we now 
recur to the subject, in the hope that 
the County Committee will see fit to 
modify their proposed action in defer- 
ence not only to the Republican senti- 
ment of the county, which thev are 
supposed to represent, but also to the 
welfare of the local and national party, 
which their ill-advised step threatens 
to jeopardize. 

From the date of the nominating 
convention, as now fixed, until the 
election would be over fourteen weeks, 
which is undoubtedly a much longer 
period than is either necessary or ad- 
visable for candidates to be running 
the gauntlet and bearing the expense 
of a canvass. So protracted a cam- 
paign would severely handicap our 
nominees by tending to wear them out 
and placing them in a very disadvan- 
tageous position as compared with 
their political adversaries. Not only 
this, but to an unprejudiced mind this 
action carries on its face the appear- 
sance of jobbery. It.-looks-too much as 
if the object was to facilitate the car- 
rying out of an already fixed-up pro- 
gramme—the nomination of a fixed 
slate which has already been decided 
upon. It appears—not only to us, but 
toa majority of impartial Republican 
voters—as if the cummittee desired to 
lessen the chances of candidates other 
than those who already have their 
wires laid. 


Against any such unfair mode of 
procedure we, in the name of the Re- 
publican voters of Los Angeles county, 
enter a most decided protest. We 
would remind the committee that 
whatever their object might be, the 
object of the majority of the voters at 
the coming election is to secure the 
best material obtainable to fill the 
county offices during the ensuing term. 
The setting of the nominations for so 
early a date is calculated to defeat this 
object. The best men are not always the 
first in the ring. On the contrary, the 
opposite of this proposition 1s more 
nearly true, if we are to attach any 
weight to the saying that “the office 
should seek the man.’’ There are 
many good men who ‘have not yet de- 
clared themselves, but who may be 
prevailed upon to allow their names to 
come before the convention for county 
offices, provided the business be not in- 
decently hurried. There is evidnily 
nothing to be gained, but very mich to 
be lost, by making the nominations at 
so early adate. Such action would be 
most decidedly against harmony in the 
party, and to that extent would play 
into the hands of the enemy. More- 
over, it would undoubtedly have a 
prejudicial effect upon the national 
ticket for such local complications to 
exist during a campaign which should 
be distinguished by unalloyed enthusi- 
asm in the Republican ranks. 

It must not be. The danger may yet 
be avoided. Let the convention meet 
at the appointed time, and after trans- 
acting such general business as may 
come before it, adjourn without mak- 
ing any nominations until a later date 
—say about September 20th. This 
would afford ample time for the local 
campaign. We are cenvinced that in 
doing this the committee would carry 
out the wishes of nine-tenths of the 
Republican voters of the county, and 
atthe same time greatly streugthen 
the excellent prospects of the party for 
a brilliant victory this fall.

My Dear Sir: Your note of the 15th is 
received. 

The speech to which you refer was a 
campaign s h made in 1884, and I have 
not a singie copy here athand. The vev- 
enue derived by the National Government 
from whisky, levied in the form of gallon 
tax and special taxes, is shown in the re- 
port of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, a copy of which I send you, and has 
had a great infingnce in reducing the con- 
sumption of spirits. Most of the States 
have now a high tax, sometimes called a 
license, which is having a very excellent 
effect in restraining the use of liquor, while 
every instance of the attempt at actual 
prohibition has resulted in evasion and 
failure. I feel as much interest in the 
cause of temperance as any one, but, as a 
practical man, have not thougbt that ex- 
reme measures were the best.

Another Day with the Chi- 
cago Dynamiters. 


Conference Between Railway Officials 
and Strikers. 


The Brotherhood Men Again Threaten 
a Boycott. 


Proceedings of the National Prison Association—A 


‘Vigorous Attack on the Proposed Abolition 
of Labor in Penttentiaries—Inter- 
esting Papers Read,

Cuicaao, July 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Sensational developments in the 
case ot the “Q.”’ dynamiters, and the 
hope of more startling disclosures, brought 
a large crowd today to Judge Gresham’s 
courtroom, where Commissioner Hayne is 
hearing the evidence. j 

Alex Smith of Aurora of the Brotherhood 
of Eugineers, who turned informer, was 
the first witness called. He unhesitatingly 
confirmed the outline of the case as given 
- the first day of the trial by the District At- 
torney for the prosecution. Smith was re- 
‘tired before the beginning of the afternoen 
session, after having been subjected to a 
cross-examination of great length by de- 
fendants’ counsel. They failed to get him 
to contradict himself, but did establish the 
fact that he knew nothing about the dyna- 
mite found on the train when Broderick, 
Bowles and Wilson were arrested, 

The cross-examination of Smith was fin- 
ished this afternoon and an adjournment 
taken until tomorrow. 

EFFORTS TO COMPROMISE. 

A conference was held this afternoon at 
the office of the Burlington road, at which 
the road was represented by President Per- 
kins, Vice-President Deasley, General 
Manager Stone, W. R. Dexter and J. W. 
Bly. The other side was represented by 
Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, Chiet Sargeant of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, and 
Alexander #ullivan, their counsel. The 
arrival ef Arthur and Sargeant in Chicago 
had ween kept secret until the conference 
was over. Chairman .Hogeand Murphy 
were also present. The officials of the two 
brotherhoods assured the railroad men that 
they had no sympathy with dynamiters. 
At the conference the strike and the situa- 
tion, as it affected the public and parties to 
the struggle, were discussed. All agreed 
that it would be well if the strike could be 
ended. 

President Perkins was seen after the 
conference, and said that nothing was 
definitely settled. Neither Mr. Arthur or 
Mr. Sargent could be found after the con- 
ference. Touching the meeting, Chairman 
Hodge said to an Associated Press reporter: 
**Propositions were submitted by both sides 
to the controversy looking toward a settle- 
ment of the strike. What these proposi- 
tions were [ am not at liberty to state. 
They have not taken tanginie form, and 
will not until another conference is held, 
which will be in a few days.” 

RETALIATION THREATENED. 

Mr. Hoge then showed the reporter a tele- 
gram, which was sent from Davenport to 
W. F. Gould, and which reads as follows: 

“Owing to certain events the men at this 
point have decided that we had better 
adopt extreme measures.’’ 

* This is only one out of many telegrams 
of a similar nature,’ said the chairman, 
“which have reached here today. T 
one is addressed to Chairman Gould, of the 
Rock Island Grievance Committee, and 
sho which way the wind is blowing.”’ 
He a said that a general meeting of 
chairmen of the grievance committees of 
nearly every lme running out of Chicago 
would be held here this week, at which <c- 
tion will be taken to resent the wholesale 
arrests and persecutions which have oc- 
curred in Chicago during the past ten days. 

“What doss the writerof the dispatch 
mean when he speaks of ‘extreme meas- 
ures?’ ”? was then asked. 

“ That remains to be seen. It may mean 
a strike on the road represented,or it ma 
mean a boycott of the Burlington, whic 
would eventually terminate in a strike, 
The meeting will decide that question.” 

*“ Do you think there will be a strike?” 

“Well the men on the Grand Trunk, 
Rock Island and Northwestern among 
others are very sore over these arrests and 
will certainly speak in no uncertain tone 

when the time comes. They do not believe 
in dynamite, neither do they believe in per- 
secution.” 

“Will this meeting have the power to de- 
clare a strike without the sanction of Chief 
Arthur?” 

“Yos, and they will do it if necessary. 
The support of Arthur is only for its moral 
and financial effect. If any of the systems 
concludes to strike and Arthur refuses to 
sanction the move, we receive no support 
from the brotherhood. At the same time 
the chairman of any system can declare a 
strike on that system, provided the brother- 
hood men employed there desire.” 


THE PRISON ASSOCIATION. 
A Vigorous Protest Against the 
O'Neill Bill. 


Boston, July 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.| A change of programme was made 
at the National Prison Reform Conference to- 
day in order to discuss the O’ Neil! Bill, word 
having been received that it would come up 
-in Congress on Wednesday. 

A paperon the labor question was pre- 
sented by Charles E. Felton of Chicago. 
He said thatif hostile Jegisiation to prison 
labor continues all the prisoners im the 
country will soon be idle. The power of 
labor agitators is great. They elect mem- 
bers of city and State governments in their 
interests, hold secret meetings, and are well 
organized. Public officials, both elected 
and appointed, try to curry favor with these 
powerful organizations, and even labor bn- 
reaus are open to the charge of fawning to 
them; but labor must ultimately be a 
thief factor in the reformation of prisons.. 
Felton sketched the history of the O’ Neill 
Bill and read it. He gaye the sta- 
tistics résented to Congress as a 
reason for the bill, saying that they 
were largely magnified in the interest 
of labor. e read the minority report 
against the bill, charging that its real pur- 
pose was to destroy all prison labor, He 
ott an analysis of the statistics, showing 

ow only 13 per cent. of the amount to be 

u by prison labor was really pro- 
uced» and that 87 per cent. was for raw 
material, freo labor and skilled supervision. 
He argued that the methods proposed by 
the bill wouid not protect Jabor, and that it 
was to lock up prisoners in idleness. The 
destruction of the labor system would pre- 
vent the opportunity of earning a release 
by good conduct. The propose bill is not 
m the interest of honest workingmen, pri- 
son reform or good government. 

Ex-Gov. Bullock of Georgia said the 
DO’ Neill bill would compel the abandonment 
~ pf the whole system of leasing convicts in 

vogue in the South. He predicted that 
southern members of Congress would vote 
against the bill when they saw that it would 
compel the support of pemeoners in idleness. 

©. R. uf the New York State 
Reformatory, said that nothing more was 
convict labor than a swall part of 1 per 
cent. of-free labor. The Yates Bill of New 
York and the O’Neill Bill in Congress are 
examples of the legislative tendency to dis- 
triminate in favor of class at the expense of 
others.

Mining Nuisance. 

MARYSVILLE, July 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| J. H. Flint, a chemist, in hie 
report on the analysis of samples of water 
taken by the managers of the Appeal from 
the Yuba, Sacramento, Feather and Ameri- 
can rivers and other waters in those locali- 
ties, says that none of these waters 
as presented for examination couid 
be classed as drinkable, though a great 
diminution is shown in the quantity of 
slickens and minerals carried in suspen- 
sion when compared with an analysis made 
prior to the injunction against hydraulic 
mining. The greatest amount of solid 
slickens contained in a gallon of any of 
these waters was shown to be 84 grains, in 
samples from the mouths of the 
and American rivers and 
from Bear River at Wheatland. The least 
amount was shown by a sainple taken from 
the Sacramento River at Meridian, which 
contained no grains.
